Securing of greater safety on the 
highways of this province again is 
being taken up by the Alberta Mot- 
or Association,

Wood is not a static material 
hich needs no care to preserve it, 
It requires air, moisture and nour- 
ishment to keep it in condition. A 
room which is toodry will cause 
furniture to crack. A little water in 
an open dish in 4 room will often 
prevent this. 

To keep wood from drying out 
too much; rub it once in a while 
with boiled linseed oil or wax. 
Apply this food sparingly, with a 
woolencloth, Let it stend a few 
minutes unti) the wood asborbs 
some of the oil, then rub it in or off 
If oil is left on the surface it will 
hold the dust and spoil the finish, 

Place a teaspoon of moist peanut
